The meeting was called to ascertain 
what cou ld be done to assist the stnk- 
iBg miners. M. D. Ratchford reported 
that the strike was general, with the 
exception of the West Virginia field, 
and that u nless the West Virginia 
miner* can be got ou t the strike wou ld 
lie a failu re. 
It was decided to send the hu ndreds 
of organizers of each u nion repre­ 
sented. as well as many miners to West 
Virginia to persu ade the miners to qu it 
work. 
The campaign will be on by Monday. 
A brief statement wras issu ed by 
(ju mpers and Ratchford. 
They state 
that the miners are not opposed to ar­ 
bitration. They then say: 
“We, therefore, u rge and adv ise that 
j conference be held of the miners and 
operators, with the v iew of arriv ing at 
a settlement of the present su spen­ 
sion.'’ 
In an interv iew at Massillon, when 
ou his way to Pittsbu rg, President 
Ratchford said: 
"You cannot too strongly express ou 
paper my confidence of the su ccess of 
the mov ement. Ou r forces are well in 
hand and there hav e been no distu rb­ 
ances. I hav e adv ices from the Pitts­ 
bu rg district that with the exception of 
the 1,300 meu in the employ of De- 
Armitt, the whole region has joined 
the mov ement. 
xYnd we will reach the 
De Armitt miners in a v ery short time. 
The miners of the sou th too, particu ­ 
larly Tennessee, hav e taken u p the 
matter and 1 hav e ju st learned that all 
the miners ou the Cincinnati ¡Sou thern 
railway arc now idle. The su spension 
has reached its proportions withou t ou r 
hav ing a single extra man in the field. 
The regu lar corps of officers has worked 
aione. Next week there will be 30 
representativ es of tfie organization at 
work, and by next Friday we will hav e 
1 >0,000 to 100,000 meu in line. 
It is 
difficu lt to make an accu rate estimate 
•* to how many miners hav e joined 
the strike, bu t I consider 125,000 a con­ 
serv ativ e one. and the nu mber is daily 
increasing ” 
Mr. Ratchford has receiv ed many 
commu nications from both operators 
» nd miners, asking whetfier or not the 
organization will sanction the opera­ 
tion of mines where the price demanded 
i* being paid. To all these Mr. Hatch- 
ford answered in the negativ e. 
“ It is

COAL FAM INE IN CLEVELAND.

C l e v e l and , J u l y 10.—The fu ll force 
of the intelligence that the Wheeling 
and Lake Erie miners hav e refu sed to 
work can be appreciated wheu it is 
stated that the Clev eland manu factu r­ 
ers and shippers expected that if m at­ 
er* came to the v erv worst the districts 
cov ered bv the Wheeling and Lake Erie 
wou ld 
su pnlv whatev er 
coal 
was 
needed 
This means to Clev eland now 
a pr tctica! rie u p 
The Cb*v 
« ad railroads are growing 
bolder in confiscating coal, and those 
who dep nil u oou a regu lar su pply are 
becoming anx. jus 
The schooner B. 
W. Parker of Detroit has been delayed 
in Clev eland since Su nday owing to 
the action of the Erie railway. The 
boat was loading cohl at the Clev eland 
Shipbu ilding company’s works. 
An 
Erie engine backed on the high trestle 
which leads to ru e car du mping ma­ 
chine and carried away 30 cars of coal, 
which were to hav e been loaded into 
the Parker. 
The boat will hav e to go 
u p light. 
Sev eral boars were delayed 
owing to the difficu lty in secu ring fu el. 
The Intcrocean Coal company, one of 
the heav iest fu eling firms on the lakes, 
has only eoai enou gh to last its cu s­ 
tomers a few days. 
Sev eral other fu el­ 
ing firm s hav e u eariy exhau sted their 
su pply. 
The Pennsylv ania and Ohio 
Fu eling company has su spended bu si­ 
ness altogether in Clev eland. 
The Morris Coal company has ceased 
shipping altogether, and iu fact, coal 
dealers as a ru le hav e deliv ered nearly 
all their coal. 
The v essel meu say that the strike 
will cau se all bu t the exceptionally 
large boats to lay u p. 
The great piant of the Clev eland 
; Steel company has closed, owing to 
lack of fu el. A nu mber of other plants 
are preparing to shu t dow n. 
Unless coal begins coming into Clev e­ 
land in a few days the situ ation in the 
city will be seriou s. The lighting com­ 
panies fear the citv may be left in 
darkness. 
Director of pu blic works is 
alarmed ov er ins ability to keep u p the 
water su pply going, the street railway 
companies fear a su .-pension of trav el 
and 
manu factu ring 
concerns 
witJh 
orders to fill are fearfu l lest they will 
hav e to shu t down for want of fu el. 
There is a strong probability that the 
street railways and the su bu rbau elec­ 
tric railways may hav e to shu t down 
fer want of coal. 
The Big and Little 
Consolidated Railway ©ompau ies hav e 
only coal su fficient for three days. F if­ 
teen cars consigned to the Big Consoli­ 
dated were confiscated by the railroad 
companies. 
The street railways are 
mu ch cou cerned ov er the matter.

New Y' or k , Ju ly 10 —R. G. Du n 
Co.’s Weekly Rev iew of Trade issu ed 
today says: The strike of the bitu ­ 
minou s coal miners has takeu 75.000 
meu or more from work and threatens 
to restrict su polies for fu el in some 
qu arters, thou gh the West Virginia 
and some other mines which declined 
to take part, claim to be able to meet 
the eastern demand for some month» . 
At the west the strike is by no means 
u nitedly su stained au d the impression 
prev ails that it will u ot last long. 
The 
tinplate works hav e settled the wage 
qu estion and are again bu sy and show 
a produ ction of 4,500,000 boxes yearly, 
with a capacity of 6,300,000 boxes. 
The bar mills hav e more trou ble, bu t a. 
general settlement of the iron and steel 
wage is expected withou t mu ch delay. 
New orders are small siu ce the anu u al 
v acation 
began, bu t yet 
are 
large 
enou gh, the season considered, to af­ 
ford some 
encou ragement.

The 
w o o len mills are getting de­ 
cidedly more orders for fall wants au d 
beginning hopefu lly on spring goods, 
bu t are cau tiou s in contracts for fu tu re 
deliv ery. 
Some hav e made large pu r- 
cha.*e.s of wool, bu t bv far the greater 
part of the sales, which amou u ted to 
14,120,500 pou nds at the three chief 
markets for the week, hav e been of 
specu lativ e character. 
Western prices 
are held mu ch u tiov e those of seaboard 
markets, Montana scou red being sold 
according to reports at the equ iv alent 
of 42 cents at the east, against 38 at 
Boston au d 40 at Philadelphia. There 
is a better demand for domestic wool 
iu expectation of higher prices. 
While the most cau tiou s estimates of 
wheat yield hav e been adv anced, that, of 
the Grange Ju dd Farm er to 575,000,000 
bu shels,, prices hav e been lifted nearly 
31, cents here, althou gh Atlantic ex­ 
ports, fiou r inclu ded, were, for the 
week, l,r03,958 bu shels, against 1,4 in,- 
336 bu shels last year. Western receipts 
are small, only 1,394,682 bu shels,against 
2,973,406 bu shels last year, and the dis­ 
position of farmers to hold for higher 
figu res is strengthened by many foreign 
ro|>orts. 
It seems to be the fact that 
crops in otner cou ntries are less promis­ 
ing tiiau u su al, au d the demand for 
American w heat is su pplemented ev eu 
at this season by exports of 3,005,594 
bu shels corn, agaiu st 580,610 bu shels 
for the same week last year. 
Each week raises the estimate of 
wheat 
yield, howev er, 
au d if the 
weather continu es fav orable, the crop 
may prov e a most important factor iu 
the fu tu re of national and interna­ 
tional bu siness. 
The prospect as to 
corn is growing more cheerfu l with 
each week au d u u immense crop is now 
anticipated.

TRANSFERRING T H E CONGRESSIONAL 


LIBRARY TO ITS NEW HOME.

The enormous task of tnoviug the 
congressional library from its old home 
iu tie capitol to the new and h a n d s o m e 
modern structure which has been erect­ 
ed especially to rec* ive it is u n d e r way. 
W ithin the last few days great quanti 
ties of duplicate volumes, foreign par­ 
liam entary reports and other publica­ 
tions for which there is no demand have 
bei n transferred. 
It wa# intended to 
postpone moving day until aft*r the ex­ 
tra session of congress, to obviate con­ 
fusion in the arrangem ent of the vol­ 
umes, which would be irritating to 
member* who find it nece ssary to have 
daily acc* ss to the collection of works 
of reference in the preparation 
of 
spee ches and to prim e up for participa­ 
tion in the debates. 
But 
Librarian 
Spofford ba* devised a comprehensive 
scheme by which the great library can 
be taken to its new’ home w ithout con­ 
fusion. 
The collection will be classified and 
each division arranged by authors al­ 
phabetically. 
These divisions will be 
subdivided into classi s and each class 
arranged alphabetically by authors. By 
an ingenious system of juggling w ith 
the alphabet the library w ill be ar­ 
ranged so that auy one of the 885,000 
bound volumes and 250,000 pamphlets 
can be reached at a m om ent's notice. It 
is probable that a temporary elevated 
railw ay will be constructed between the 
library building aud the capitol for the 
transfer of the books. Over it small cars, 
propelled by electricity, will travel. 
It 
was at first proposed to utilize the large 
tunnel 
between 
the 
two buildings 
through which the books will be trans­ 
ferred from building to building after 
the library is installed, but the elevated 
railroad plan was adopted in preference, 
as it w ill run on a level from the main 
floor cf the capitol to the main floor of 
the new library and w ill not necessi­ 
tate the lowering and elevating of the 
books, which the use of the tunnel 
would entail. 
Three gigantic fireproof book racks 
have been provided in the new building 
for the reception of the library. 
Tin- 
two larger are each 06 feet high, 112 
feet long and 45 feet wide, and each of 
them w ill hold 800,000 volumes, or 
more than the present entire contents of 
the library of congress. 
These great 
honeycombs of iron ar*- so constructed 
that auy class or division may be ex­ 
tended indefinitely w ithout any trouble 
aud furnish 45 miles of shelving. If the 
volumes uow in the library were ar­ 
ranged side by side, they would extend 
about 14 miles, so th at the preseut 
shelving facilities w ill be ample to care 
for the growth of the library for several 
years to come. Space has beeu provided 
for tin* erectiou of other stacks, howev­ 
er, which w ill eoutaiu 2,700,000 vol­ 
umes, aud 1,000,000 volumes iu addi­ 
tion could be stoied iii the courtyard. 
It is expected that the library of con­ 
gress w ill some day be the largest in 
the world, aud the new building has 
been constructed w ith a view to provid­ 
ing accommodations for the grow th of 
centuries. 
When the 
collection has 
reached 6,000,000 volumes, every one 
of the books will tie accessible at a mo­ 
m ent’s notice. 
The national library of France is at 
preseut the largest in the world, con­ 
taining 2,226,000 books, the British 
museum has 1,700,000 volumes, aud 
the Russian national library 1,000,000 
volumes. 
The 
congressional 
library 
holds fifth rank in respect of magni- | 
tude, and the Boston library is a little 
more than half as large, possessing 
400,000 volumes. 
The largest books in the library of 
congress are bound files of old fashion- I 
ed newspapers. Among the heaviest are 
Bibles printed in the middle ages, w ith 
brass clasps and covers of wood an inch 
thick. 
There are at preseut 20,000 
bound volumes of newspaper files, and 
at least two newspapers representing 
each political party iii each state and 
territory arc' bound regularly, in addi­ 
tion to m any newspapers published in 
the principal cities. The library of m u­ 
sic has not beeu bound and contains 
some 1,000,000 compositions, all con- I 
tributes! unde r the law* by publishers 
desiring copyrights.—Chicago Record.

Mexico, July 2.—[Special]—Mexico 
is a greet (Wintry, and M'-xioo in a great 
city. 
Many Improvements have this y**ar 
been made in the postoffice department. 
Old employes liave been weeded oat, 
and up to date parties given employ­ 
ment. 
All letters for general delivery 
are bulletined daily, and instead of ask­ 
ing for a letter you look at the bulletin. 
It is useless to inquire, for if you do they 
will refer you to the “ l i s t , Letter*ara 
now collected at night for morning trains 
and branch offices are open all night. 
L itte n from here to Liverpool cost five 
cents, from Liverpool here two cents. 
It scarcely seems credabie that this 
city of 400,000 people has almost 1,800 
guardians, but it is true. 
There are 
gendarmes on every corner. 
They wear 
m ilitary clothes and 
are courteous. 
When an arrest, is made the prisoner is 
taken to the end of tim block aud turned 
over to another officer. 
He in turn 
does 
likewise 
until 
the 
offender 
reach** tho station. 
There are no 
patrol wagons, and when a man is 
drunk lie Is carried on the back of a 
strong man, called a cargador©, to the 
oomisaria. The i*>lic© are humane, and, 
although clubs and pistols are much in 
evidence, they are used only on the 
gravest provocation. 
I have seen case* 
where clubbing would lie just, but tile 
officers 
have 
refrained. 
Handcuffs, 
shackles and chains are prohibited, no 
matter bow vile the criminal. 
It would 
be well for the effete United States to 
heed the lesson. 
There is little demand for the fire de­ 
p a r tm e n t, as tho buildings are almost 
all of stone. There are few fires. 
In­ 
deed it has been intimated that there 
were none until the insurance companies 
were established. Once I saw* the de­ 
partment out. 
A few men were on the 
engine, and several were running be­ 
hind iii strict military style. 
They 
passed through a street largely occupied 
by Americans and English, and there 
was a broad grin on the Anglo-Saxon 
face as they went by. Military discipline 
is observed at tho engine house, and two 
firemen always stand like statues beside 
the machine. 
The army numbers al>out 40,000, the 
privates being almost all Indians capable 
of standing long marches on 
short 
rations. Tortillas and beans are their 
average diet. Tho flower of tho army 
are tho Rural*, a cavalry regiment. 
Well paid aud wrell mounted they are 
really state police. 
Their costumes are 
picturesque 
Buckskin suits are trim ­ 
med with silver spangles. 
Their broad 
white hats are handsome, while their 
magnificent saddles invariably sit on 
good horses. 
I have seen 8,000 on 
parade on a uatioual holiday, and these 
stalwart, manly fellows make an excel­ 
lent impression on foreigners. 
They have a custom here of closing 
the doors of private houses each night 
at IO o’clock. After that hour the porter 
is monarch, and exacts an entrance fee 
of six cents and upward. 
Those who 
are in and wish to get out must also 
pay. 
Some Americans who have rooms 
to let advertise among other advantages 
that they have latch keys. 
You can 
buy a key at these Mexican flats, but in 
the event, anything is stolen all key- 
holders must go the police station. 
Hotels close their doors at IO, but do 
not lock them until one. 
There the 
porters sleep at tho entrance on the stone 
floor, but no fee is charged. 
As I love 
freedom I have lived iii a hotel, 
The 
street car 
company 
has 
a 
monopoly of transporting the dead and 
the mourners, aud it is said its revenue 
is $100,000 a year from this source. The 
company lists a number of hearse cars 
painted black with a dias in the center 
upon which rests the coffin. 
On each 
hearse is a cross. 
Following are special 
cars w ith curtains drawn for mourners. 
The drivers wear silk hats and black 
coats. In Mexico ladies do not attend 
funerals. 
There are several classes of funerals. 
Some people only have money to rent a 
hearse while they trudge along on foot. 
Some merely rent a coffin, and after the 
body has been taken out return it to 
the city. It is a common sight to see 
men and women carrying coffins, and it 
attracts no attention. 
No matter what 
social position the dead occupied it is 
customary to raise one’s hats as the fun­ 
eral passes.

FISH IN G FOR PEAR LS 


How It In Conducted by tb s Proprietors 
of a Coaration, 
The ag mf of the English proprietors 
of the concession granter! by tilt* Mexi­ 
can republic for a monopoly of pearl 
fishing in tile gulf of California reffcmt- 
ly arrived in San Francisco urn! ga’ rf 
some interesting details of the present 
methods employed in their industry, 
which has continued ever since the oc­ 
cupation of the country in tile time of 
Colies. 
Tile whole coast of the gulf of Cali­ 
fornia oboouds in pearls, and the con­ 
cessions control the entile territory. 
Until within tile last few years native 
divers were employed, aud tile depth to 
which they could descend did not ex­ 
ceed 85 feet. 
With the introduction of diving ap­ 
paratus the lim it of depth was inerca*ed 
to 80 fathoms. 
The best divers could 
formerly remain under wat* r not to ex­ 
ceed two minutes. 
A modern diver 
thinks nothing of a two hour stop iu 
water IOO feet in depth, though at 
greater depths the stay is necessarily 
shortened on account of the enormous 
pressure of the superincumbent water. 
A (liver when upon the floor of the ocean 
looks about for the oyster, which ho 
tears from the object to which it is at­ 
tached and places in a small bag hang­ 
ing to a rope, which is hauled into th** 
boat on a given signal. Sometimes the 
number of oysters secured is larg**, at 
other times only a few are caught.—San 
Francisco Call.

before seen. They were eggs, and there 
Were 25 of them. In size aud color tiny 
are much like a hen’s egg. The shell * r 
skin which envelops the yolk is not 
rigid as iu a ben’* eggs, but as flexible 
aud tough as leather. The shape is Ob- 
1 alg, but not symmetrical, being some- 
what irregular. The whole 25 eggs 
were laid in a few hours. 
An effort will be made to incubate * 
these eggs. There are a number of per­ 
plexities about batching snakes’ eggs. 
In the first place, there is doubt as bi j 
the temperature. Some say it is 73 de­ 
grees, others 124 degrees. 
Tho former 
seems unduly low, the latter too high. 
The temperature for hatching hens’, 
ducks’ and turkeys’ eggs is 103 degrees. 
The time it takes to hatch pythons’ eggs 
is s ud to be tight weeks.—Washington 
Star.

The n ew state law pa.seed by the legis­ 
lature prohibitin g employmen t at an y 
gain ful oiTupation IoIkit« » ami girls n or 
vet 14 years old wen t in to effect July 
1. 
In ord er to avoid 
oouflict over 
the law the Chicago school board has 
stoppefi all permits. 
This bein g the 
case, it will be on ly a short time hen c» * 
when n o child ren will be employed in 
an y of the large d own town stores. 
Thamlore J. Biuthard t, sn perin mn d - 
eut of corapulaory ed ucation , refuses to 
allow child ren below the requiied age 
even to work d urin g the summer vaca 
tiou mon ths. 
At the same time Mrs. 
Marie Owen s, special officer for the en ­ 
forcemen t of the compulsory ed ucation 
lawi, began a thorough can vass of all 
the » tores an d factories where boys an d 
girls are employed . 
She in forms every 
employer that n o child ren without per­ 
mits from the board of ed n oation may 
be kept at work an d that as soon an the 
d ate comes on which an y child ’s permit 
ex pires it must be d ischarged , permis­ 
sion in the future l>ein g withheld . It is 
estimated that at presen t there are on ly 
almut 100 child ren un d er 14 in an y of 
the big stores, this bein g d ue to the vig­ 
ilan ce of the officials of the hoard of 
ed ucation in the past d urin g the oper­ 
ation of the child lalx ir ord iiiaiioe which 
was en acted by the city coun cil a few 
years ago. 
Durin g the three mon ths of 
sn iumer vacation there have been man y 
more, greater len ien cy havin g been ex ­ 
ercised in gran tin g permits. This year, 
however, n o child may work d urin g va­ 
cation . 
Accord in g to Superin ten d en t Biuth­ 
ard t, he should b*' given d iscretion in 
the matter of con ipellin g child ren to go 
to school or work. Tin s was given him 
un d er the mun icipal act. 
Hereafter he 
will have to s# e to it that all child ren 
atten d whool. 
Un d er n o cirn uiHtan ccs 
(Will an y store or factory be allowed to 
give work to an y child . This Mr. Biuth­ 
ard t con sid ers too rad ical a regul.itioii. 
He says that un d er the act of the state 
legislature child ren must be 14 years 
old or must loaf all summer. Man y, he 
believes, would he ben efited by havin g 
an opp utu:iitj to put in their tun c at 
.lome uccupatiuii, an d in d oin g some 
labor would also earn a few d ollars to 
help in their support. 
Therti is n o provi;d on in the law that 
. keeps the boan i of ed ucation from issu­ 
in g its permits as usual, tor ihesj 
ply give a child the tigiit to stay a's ly 
from hchoo’ tor a given time. 
The n m 
ployer would in cur the whole iisk of 
coun ug in to con flict with the law wn en 
he pn ts th efln ld to work. But the com­ 
pulsory ed ucation d epartmen t d oes n ot 
w i.sh to he in volved in an y trouble if a 
test Ctt.se is brought after the law' has 
gon e in to effect. 
Therefore it has d e­ 
cid ed to refuse iwrmits in future.

Boys on ly 10 years old 
may sell chewin g gum or beg in the 
streets un til mid n ight. They will n ot 
go to school, an d we have n o jurisd ic­ 
tion by which we can atop them. If 
some on e were given d iscretion in these 
cases, it would be far b« >tter. 
“ Every d ay I tln d iustam es where I 
would be glad to allow a child to work 
an d would d o so if I could . There is the 
case of a pwir wid ow who has a boy là 
years old .

Henceforth no permit* will he issued 
allowing children under tin age of 14 
year* to do any more work in Illinois. 
The now state law passed by the legis 
J*tare prohibiting employment at any 
gainful occupation tolxiys ami girls not 
yet 14 years old Went into effect July 
1. 
In order to avoid n 'Jf ooufl jct over 
the law the Chic;igo school board has 
stopped all permits. 
This being the 
j case, it w ill be only a short time beno* 
when no children w ill be employ«*d in 
! any of the large dowu town store*. 
Theodora ,T. Biuthardt, superintend­ 
ent of compulsory education, refuse* to 
allow children below the requir *d age 
even to work during the summer vaca 
I lion months. 
At the same time Mrs. 
Marie Owens, special officer for the en­ 
forcement of the compulsory education 
laws, began a thorough canvas* of all 
the stores and factories where boys and 
girls are employed. 
She informs every 
employer that uo children without per­ 
mits from the board of education may 
he kept at work and that as soon as the 
date comes on which any child's permit 
expires it must he discharged, permis­ 
sion in the future tieing withheld. It is 
i estimated that at present there are ouly 
about IOO children under 14 iii any of 
the big stores, this being due to the vig­ 
ilance of the officials of the hoard of 
education in the past during the oper­ 
ation of the child Inbor ordinance which 
wa* enacted by the city council a few 
years ago. 
During the three months of 
summer vacation there have been many 
more, greater leniency having been ex­ 
ercised in granting permits. This year, 
however, no child may work during va­ 
cation. 
According to Superintendent Biuth­ 
ardt, he should he given discretion iii 
the matter of compelling children to go 
to school or work. 
Tina was given hun 
under the municipal act. 
Hereafter he 
will have to see to it that all children 
attend school. 
Under no circumstances 
will any shire or factory he allowed to 
give work to any child. This Mr. Biuth­ 
ardt considers too radical a regulation. 
Fie says that under the act of the s t a t e 
legislature children must be 14 years 
Ola or must loaf all summer. Many, he 
believes, would be benefited by having 
an opportunity to put iu their tim e at 
some occupation, aud in doing some 
luboT would also earn a few dollars to 
help in their support. 
There is no provision iu the law that 
koeps the board of education from h-u- 
iqg its perm it aj4 usual, for Hies j aim 
ply give u child the right to stay aw ay 
from school for a given time. 
The em 
ployer would incur the whole ink of 
corning into conflict with the law when 
lie pots thorhild to work. But the com­ 
pulsory education department docs not 
wish to be involved iii auy trouble if a 
test case is brought after the law has 
gone into effect. 
Therefore it has de- 
I cl dad to refuse permits in future. 
“ The state legislature ha* decided 
that all children not yet 14 yeara old 
must loaf when there i* no school,” 
said Superintendent Biuthardt. 
“ The 
new law must be enforced, and I have 
therefore ceased giving permits a* I 
used to do under the city ordinance, 
whioh gave me some discretion in the 
case, allowing the board of education 
to judge in individual cases. The labor 
organizations of the city succeeded in I 
obtaining the passage of the measure on 
the ground that child labor was injuri­ 
ous to their interests. 
Nevertheless la­ 
boring nieu come to my office every day 
aud ask for permits to have their ch il­ 
dren work. I don’t wish to be mixed up 
iu any suit under the law, aud so I w ill 
issue no permission to anybody. 
‘ ‘There are oases where children below 
the required age might as well be em 
poyed at some work. I can see no harm 
in poor persons’ boys earning a little 
money during the vacation period. 
If 
they don’t, they are on the street, and 
here their bodies and minds certainly 
w ill be in greater danger. 
Take, for 
instance, the newsboys and small ped­ 
dlers. The law does not affect them and 
thus is partial. 
Boys only IO years old 
may sell chewing gum or beg in the 
streets until midnight. 
They will no! 
go to school, ami we have no jurisdic­ 
tion by which we can stop them. 
If 
some one were given discretion in these 
cases, it would be far better. 
‘‘Every day I find instances where I 
would be glad to allow a child to work 
and would do so if I oould. There is the 
case of a poor widow who has a boy 12 
years old. 
Duriug nine months of the 
year she send* him to school, and she 
scrubs iu one of the department stores. 
Her employers were w illing to give the 
boy work this summer at the store, 
where he might be with his mother all 
day, but he is not allowed to be a cash 
boy now because of his age, so he must 
loaf alone or in the street all day while 
his mother is at work, and he earns 
nothing. ” —Chicago Post.
